Sacramento, March2, 1881. 
The Senate met in regvl *r session at 10 a. m., 
President Mansfield in the ch air. 
Roll called ; quo­ 
rum present. Journal of ye sterday read and cor­ 
rected. 
Mr. Sattkrwhitb—I ask leav.e to introduce an ap­ 
propriation bill. 
Messrs. H ill and Johnson obj ected. 
Mr. G lascock—I more that t he irentleman have 
leave to introduce the bill. 
Mr. Ryan—I second the motion . 
Mr. Johnson—I hojie, fur one. t bat leave will not 
be granted. 
This is the old thii 
over and over 
again. 
It is a mere attempt to ma ke political capi­ 
tal, in my judgment, and that is idl there is in it. 
It has never been customary or usual for tfie Sen­ 
ate to originate appropriation bills, if I am correctly 
informed, and therefore for those tw .» reasons, and 
others that I might state, I trust that leave will not 
be granted. 
Mr. H ill— I trust that leave will n ot be granted 
to introduce this bill. As Senator John son has said, 
it is the custom to originate such bills *:n the other 
house, and they have a bill there row, .ind if they 
send it in to us, then it will be time for us to act. 
I trust leave will not be granted 
Mr. S a tt k r w iu t k—It is very true that this is of 
fered, sir, for political capital. 
1 do not ev.pect that 
the Senate will allow the introduction of this bill, 
and I think perhaps the Democratic party and mem­ 
bers of the Legislature can make some political capi­ 
tal out of this thiug by offering a bill here. 
It is 
very true that it is not usual for sueft bills to be in­ 
troduced in the Senate. 
1 never knew of an appro­ 
priation bill originating in the Senate. 
Hut, sir, 
no such extraordinary juncture has ever occurred 
in the .State of California as exists t*^ day—that is, 
the majority |>arty intentionally refusing to pass an 
appropriation bill. 
That is the reagou, sir, that I 
offer to introduce it. 
Mr. West—I shall vote against the introduction of 
this bill at thi? time, and I shall not vote against it 
so much on account of any rolitical bias 1 may en­ 
tertain, as on account of the demands of the south­ 
ern part of this State. 
I am opposed to the intro­ 
duction or consideration of an appropriation until 
we get the apportionment, and until this Senate 
passes the apportionment bill. 
Our part of the 
State, from which the Senator hails, has not been 
represented, i specially on this floor, as we should 
have been in point of numbers. 
Therefore I shah 
vote against the introduction of this bill. 
Mr. Enos—I shall vote for the introduction of this 
bill. 
I shall vote for it not that I desire any polit­ 
ical notoriety, either. 
I shall vote for this measure 
first, because it is indispensably necessary that we 
should have an appropriation bill passed for the 
support of the Government for the next two fiscal 
years. 
I shall vote fcr it because if we do not pass 
this bill it will necessarily throw the whole responsi­ 
bility upon the State, and compel the Governor to 
call an extra session of the Legislature. 
If we pass 
this bill then we shall relieve the Executive of the 
responsibility. 
We shall save the jieople of this 
State $35,000, yes, $100,000, by passing this appro­ 
priation bill. 
I shall vote for the introduction of 
this bill because we have waited and waited for the 
appropriation bill that was introduced in the other 
house by the Chairman of the Finance Committee 
of the Assembly—which was introduced more than 
four weeks ago. 
After further discussion the roll was called, and 
the motion was lost by a vote of 22 noes to in ayes, 
Messrs. Nye, Watson and Lampson voting with the 
Democrats. 
On motion of Mr. T r a y l o r, the Senate took up 
the third reading file, as follows : 
A. B. 17G, to amend Section 386 of [the Code of 
Civil Procedure, relating to the practice on and the 
action of interpleader (by Mr. Platt), was jiassed. 
A. B. 183, to correct the spelling of the names of 
tw’o of the Commissioners for the former pueblo or 
city of Souoma, and to rcuder valid their past acts 
(by Mr. Whipple), was passed. 
A. B. 199, to amend Section 869 of the Penal 
Code, relating to proceedings in criminal actions 
prosecuted by indictment (by Mr. McClure), was 
passed. 
A. B. 67, to allow incorporated towns and villages 
to equip and maintain a fire department, and to 
assess and collect taxes, from time to time, for such 
purpose, and to create a Board of Fire Commission­ 
ers (by Mr. Freer), was passed. 
A. B. 106, to repeal an Act to confer certain 
powers upon the Board of Supervisors r f the county 
of San Mateo, approved March 29, 1878 (by Mr. Fel­ 
ton), was passed. 
A. B. 267, to amend Section 1303 of the Code of 
Civil Procedure, relative to fixing days for hearing 
petitions for jV.«bate of wills, and relative to giving 
notice of such hearing (by Mr. McClure), was passed. 
A. B. 103, to amend Sections 204. 205, 206, 203, 
209, 211, 215 and 241 of the Code of Civil Procedure, 
relating to seleetiug, returning and drawing jurors 
for the Courts of record in this State (by Mr. Kil- 
burn), was passed. 
A. B. 152, to amend Section 4109 of the Political 
Code, and to repeal Sections 4024, 4027 and 4111 of 
said Code, relating to the election and terms of 
office of county and township officers (by Mr. Hart- 
son), was taken up. 
Mr. hANEnovcd to recommit to the Committee 
on Elections, with instructions to amend by except­ 
ing the city and county of San Francisco from the 
provisions of the bill. 
An argument followed, Messrs. K a nk. Exoe a n d 
H ittkll speaking in favor of the motion, and 
Messrs. H ii.l, S e a r s, J o hn son and N eu m a n n against 
it. 
The motion was lost by a vote of 12 ayes to 25 
noes. 
Mr. G orm an moved to recommit the bill to the 
committee, with instructions to strike out the words 
city and county and report the bill back imme­ 
diately. 
Lost by a vote of 24 to 14. 
Mr. G orm an moved to recommit the bill to the 
committee, with instructions to amend Section 4, so 
as to make the bill take effect on the first Monday in 
January. 1882. 
Lost. 
Tne bill was passed by a vote of 25 to 14. 
Mr G crm a.v gave notice of reconsideration on 
to-morrow. 
Mr. M o rela n d moved to 
take 
up Assembly 
messages, with the object to bring up A. B. 47.5, 
amending the Political Code in relation to the 
assessments on railroads by the State Board of 
Equalization. 
The motion was carried by a vote of 10 to 18. 
Mr. J o hnson asked for a r.ew roll-call, on the 
ground that Senator Pardee had not voted. 
After considerable parliamentary wrangling, Mr. 
Sears moved to reconsider the vote by which the 
motion had prevailed. 
Mr. H il l asked that Senator Baker be excused. 
Mr. J ohn son moved a call of the Senate, but sub­ 
sequently withdrew his motion on the promise of 
Mr. Davis, who intended to vote against a recon­ 
sideration, that he w'ould pair his vote with Mr. 
Baker’s. 
The roll was called and the vote stood 19 ayes to 
10 noes, Mr. Davis having voted in the negative. 
Another wrangle followed, and Mr. Davis, in re­ 
sponse to a second call of his name, paired with Mr. 
Baker. 
Messrs. I I il l and W e st objected to Mr. Davis, 
pairing with an absent Senator and without that 
Senator’s knowledge. 
Pending discussion. Mr. W e s t moved that the 
hour of recess be extended until the result of the 
last vote was determined. 
The motiou was lost, and the Senate took the 
usual recess. 
A fte r n o o n S e ssio n . 


The Senate reassembled at 2 i*. m. 
Mr. M o r e l a n d again moved that Assembly mes­ 
sages be taken up. 
Mr. J o hn son moved a call of the Senate. Carried. 
Senators Baker and Lampson were found to be 
absent. 
Mr. H il l moved that further proceedings under 
the call lie dispensed with. 
Lost. 
Mr. J o hn son made the same motion. 
Ruled out 
of order. 
Mr. J o hnson moved to adjburn. 
Lost. 
Mr. J o hn son again moved that further proceed­ 
ings under the call be dispíiised with. 
Carried. 
After considerable discussion Mr. Moreland’s mo­ 
tion was put and carried by a vote of 19 to 18. 
Assembly messages were then read. 
Mr. W en d e ll moved that A. B. 47.5 be declared a 
case of urgency, that the constitutional provision be 
suspended, and that the bill be placed upon its final 
passage 
He defined the object of the bill as being 
merely to correct a defect In the present revenue 
law, by which the railroad companies had been en­ 
abled to escape taxation, and compel theoi to pay 
their taxes. 
Mr. J o h n so n—I deny the statement of the Senator 
from Solano. 
I aver that this bill goes further than 
simply amending a title. 
I aver that this bill goes 
further, and imposes additional burdens on the rail­ 
road company and fixes a different method of as­ 
sessing the railroad company s property from that 
fixed for any other class of projieity in the State of 
California. 
I aver that the author of this hill, with 
thataccunr n which distinguishes him, ha? left out 
a very important word in this proposed amendment 
of his, and that while hitherto the law that property 
shall be assessed to the railroad company as for 
other purposes at its cash value, he has left out the 
word “ cash.” 
I aver that this Dill imposes addi­ 
tional taxes upon the companies ; imposes additional 
duties upon the Board of Equalization; imposes 
additional duties upon the Assessors; changes 
the method 
of 
assessment. 
1 
examined the 
bill in connection with Mr. George, and 1 found 13 
changes in the statute of last wi*»ter, and yet the 
Senator says it is a wise amendment to the bill. 
Now, I submit that the proper method of deabng 
with this matter is to let it go to the Finance Com­ 
mittee. 
I apprehend that the railroad companies of 
this State pay their taxes equally we’l with the 
Senators from Los Angeles, Monterey, Solano and 
Santa Clara, and I apprehend that the railroad com­ 
pany will be found upon examination to have done 
their full duty to the State of California as well 
as other people, or other corporations, and 
1 
apprehend that the time has gone by, in the 
language of the Senator from Yuba, wheri it is only 
needed to raise the red flag of railroad ! railroad ! 
railroad ! to bulldoze, or to locomotive a bill through 
this Senate, or Assembly, or Legislature. 
The rail­ 
road company, as I understand it, has expressed 
their willingness to pay a reasonable, a decent, and 
a proper rate of taxation. 
They aver that certain 
assessments have been incorrect, 
nd when the 
pioper time comes for discussion upon the matter, 
I apprehend that I can show to the majority of this 
Senate th.it assessments made have been unfair, un­ 
warranted—either by the letter or the spirit of the 
Constitution—and that a system of assessment has 
been adopted whicfc would crush cut all railroad en­ 
terprise, assessing them *3,000 per mile for their 
franchise, in addition to the a£ses.-ment upon their 
tangible property, and assessing them upon theij 
stock, upon their franchis.q upon their property, 
upon their road-bed, and $10,000 for locomotives 
that did not cost more than $6,QC0. For the purivuse 
of bringing the matter to a direct vote, an 1 my mo­ 
tion, I believe, taking precedence of Senator Wen­ 
dell’s, I move that this bill be referred to the 
Finance Committee, with instructions to report to­ 
morrow. 
Mr. Chars claimed that if the bill was not passed, 
the railroad company would be exempt bom taxa­ 
tion for two years. 
Mr. W e n d e l l, in reply to Mr. Johusdn, reviewed 
the question in its legal aspect. 
The roll being called on Mr. Wendell s motion, it 
was lost by the following vote :

A. B. 475, relating to assessment and taxation of 
railroads, was ]>assed.

The San Francisco delegation reported back A. B. 
240, relative to the powers of Boards of Super­ 
visors, w.thout recommendation. 
The Engrossment Committee made a report. 
Mr. B ir n b t moved to suspend the rules to con­ 
sider S. B. 356, making an appropriation of $25,000 
for the purchase of trails in the Yosemitc Valley, 
etc. 
Mr. M a t h e w s of Tehama was opposed to making 
an appropriation for the purchase of trails. 
Messrs. BntXEtaand Van F l e et explained the ob­ 
jects of the bill and urged i s immediate considera­ 
tion. 
The motion was carried, the bill read the first 
time, and, on motion of Mr. Birnky, was made the 
special order for 2 o’clock to-morrow afternoon. 
The Senate amend me ta to A. B. 199 were con­ 
curred in by the Assembly. 
Substitute for S. B. 197, to .amend the Political

Mr. H a l e offered an amendment to the amend­ 
ment, which was accepted by the mover of the origi­ 
nal amendment, the object being the same, viz, to 
except deposits in savings banks from s * called 
double taxation. 
Mr. H ale argued in support of 
his motion, saying that he wished but did nut ex­ 
pect that the amendment might prevail. 
Mr. M ay, replying to Mr. Hale, said that it was 
amusing to see how an octopus, when you had cut 
off one of his arms, would grasp you with the 
other. The advocates of the amendment were all 
confessedly opposec to double taxation, yet the very 
effect of the amendment projiosed by them would 
be double taxation. 
More money was loaned by the 
banks of San Francisco upon country real estate 
than there was money deposited in the city by 
country depositors 
The bill was about as near 
perfect as was possible, and should be |>assed without 
the proposed amendments, the effect of which, if 
adopted, would he to virtually kill the bill.

TH E FR EE 
LIBRARY. 


I t is necessary at the coming city elec­ 
tion for the people to choose five Trustees 
for the Free Library. 
The law which pro­ 
vides for the election of these officers was 
enacted last winter. 
The provision is not 
a wise one, hut it must be followed. 
The 
Free Library is an institution which can 
only be m ale successful by very careful 
and economical management. 
The funds 
available for its maintenance are inconsid­ 
erable, and unless they are judiciously ex­ 
pended the supply of books cannot be kept 
up. 
It is desirable that in choosing new 
Trustees the people should elect men who 
can be relied on to preserve the popular 
character of the Library. 
Such au insti­ 
tution, being for the express use of the 
people, ought to be so conducted as to 
afford them the greatest possible good. 
I t 
is 
evident 
that 
any 
change in 
the administration which tended to im ­ 
press 
a special 
bias 
of 
any 
kind 
upon it, or which introduced narrow or 
illiberal views into its direction, would re­ 
sult in its injury. 
The utility of free 
libraries consists in their ability to supply 
to the masses literature which cannot 
otherwise be obtained ; to furnish the poor 
with the means of self-culture ; to afford 
the broadest and most comprehensive line 
of standard work3 in the English lan­ 
guage at least. 
Manifestly, in filling un­ 
paid offices like these, regard should be 
had to the inclination of candidates to give 
their time to the public when called upon, 
and those only who can be trusted to do 
this should be chosen. 
There is plenty of 
work in connection with a free library for 
such as are witling to do it, and it is 
very desirable that earnest as well as edu­ 
cated men should be selected. 
A collec­ 
tion of books of this kind ought to represent 
the most broad aud progressive tendencies 
of 
the age, as a m atter of course, and 
therefore it is necessary that some, at least, 
of the Directors, should bs conversant with 
the various currents of modern literary 
production. 
It is comparatively easy, by 
the employment of a little discrimination, 
to secure the satisfactory administration of 
the Free Library ; but it is also easy, by 
neglecting to attend to the matter, to de­ 
prive it of much of its usefulness, or even 
to convert it into a means of injury to the 
community. 
In short, the selection of Li­ 
brary Trustees is worth public attention, 
and we hope it will receive it. 


Now th at the attem pt '.o repeal the 
Drainage A ct has failed, it is in order to 
direct attention to the 'character -of the 
treatm ent accorded this ii nportant question 
by the press of San Fr aacisco generally. 
It might be thought th At the one object of 
those journals had b> *cn to mislead their 
readers as to the facts of the case, aud to 
create prejudice agai ns; the Drainage Act 
by studious and pe rsistent misrepresenta­ 
tion of everythin g connected with 
it. 
The absence of ca ndor and regard for truth 
which has been i conspicuous in the state­ 
ments of our con temporaries has rivaled if 
not excelled the worst specimens of polit­ 
ical “ journalis m” in modern times. 
In 
the teeth of a! I the facts it has been As­ 
sumed th at th ,e administration of the law 
was bad anc’t even corrupt. 
Though two 
legislative < ¡ommittees had, after careful 
inquiry, co: jeluded th at the Commissioners 
had perfor ned their duty well and faithfully, 
these rcc klcse journals continued to the 
last to at .cuse them of dishonesty. 
In the 
absence of all evidence to substantiate the 
statcm e.it, it has been alleged that the en­ 
gineers jg works had failed, though no one 
of the journals which took this position 
showed the faintest comprehension of the 
scien citic principles involved, or of the 
methods employed 
in 
applying them. 
Nothing couid be farther from the truth 
than this allegation of failure in regard to 
the engineering works, and for the sufficient 
reason that works which have not been 
advanced far enough to test their effi­ 
ciency at all cannot be judged. 
Nothing 
but crass ignorance or deliberate dishonesty 
can explain this charge, in fact, aud this 
we propose to demonstrate. 
The plan3 of the engineers embrace a 
system of levees and cut-offs for the lower 
course of the Sacramento, and a system of 
dams for the upper course. 
Now it has 
never been pretended that the dams w ith­ 
out the levees, or the levees without the 
dams, would bring about the results aimed 
at. 
But the works have only been com­ 
menced a short time, and the dams alone 
have been constructed. 
No engineer has 
claimed that the dams were capable by 
themseives of effecting a cure for the evil 
attacked. 
On the contrary, all the engi­ 
neers have agreed that before any real re­ 
lief can be had the levees must be made 
strong enough to carry the flood waters of 
the river without giving way. 
During the 
past winter no real test of the engineering 
plans was possible, inasmuch as they were 
incomplete. 
Such a test cannot be applied 
until the 
lower river has been leveed 
scientifically, and this is not the work of 
a few months. 
The brush dams, however, 
have been so successful in holding back the 
heavier debris th at the efficiency of that 
kind of 
work 
cannot 
be questioned 
seriously. 
The inundation of the Sacra­ 
mento valley does not show th at the engi­ 
neers made any mistake, for no steps 
had been taken to prevent such an inunda­ 
tion. 
The floods found no obstacles but 
the old and thin and insufficient leveea 
which had been built piecemeal here and 
there, and as a m atter of course they soon 
overcame those frail barriers. 
The absurdity and stupidity of declaring 
a great and comprehensive engineering 
scheme a failure because the first steps of 
it have not produced the results xvhieh no 
sane man ever expected until the whole 
had been completed, ought not to require 
further exposure. 
Flu: attitude of the San 
Francisco press in this regard has been 
ridiculous and most irrational, and th at is 
all that can be said of it. 
Journals which 
had in view the best interests of the com- 
monxvealth would not have blundered into 
3uch a position, however. 
They would 
have studied the subject carefully enough 
to discuss it with intelligence. 
But our 
contemporaries have not only demonstrated 
their oxvn ignorance and lack of candor ; 
they have also made it apparent that they 
are controlled by a narrow, provincial and 
mean spirit. 
In all their clamor of vitu­ 
peration it has been impossible to discover 
among them any sense whatever of the 
magnitude of the issues involved, or of 
their duty to find at lea3t some means of 
dealing with it. 
They have demanded the 
repeal of the D .airage Act, bat they have 


engineering science, with the brutish in­ 
difference of a herd of buffaloes galloping 
over an emigrant camp. 
They demanded 
th at the works begun should be aban­ 
doned, not because the works had failed, 
but because they themselves were too ig­ 
norant to know w hat constituted failure 
under the existing conditions. 
They rep­ 
resented .from first to last nothing more 
than the narrow, obstinate, stupid conser­ 
vatism w hich is incapable of rising to the 
bight of great community emergencies, but 
which finds in au extra tax, even of five 
cents on the hundred dollars, sufficient 
justification for denouncing the object of 
the tax as a swindle. 
It is very fortunate 
for N orthern California, and indeed for the 
whole State, th at the San Francisco press 
is at least as deficient in influence a3 it is 
in intelligence, for had its power been at 
all proportioned to its stupidity it would 
certainly have committed the community 
to a most disastrous policy in this con- 


HARDLY EDUCATED. 


In speaking of the Boers in his lecture 
the other night, Professor Norton observed 
that they are an educated and progressive 
people. "We are somewhat curious to know 
where he obtained this information, for it 
is not in accord with any we have been 
able to discover. 
Such accounts as we 
have met with concur in describing the 
Boers as on the whole, a very ignorant peo­ 
ple, full of superstition, extremely con­ 
servative in their habits and customs, and 
so little progressive as to cling with great 
pertinacity to a form of domestic servitude 
which can only be correctly characterized 
as slavery. They are in fact a brave, stub­ 
born, self-willed and intolerant race, having 
no regard for their nomadic neighbors, 
being given to encroachment and slave- 
hunting, and 
possessing in a marked 
degree 
the very qualities as colonists 
which they complain of in the English. 
I t is true that they have been driven, but 
it is equally true th at they have driven 
others. 
H ad they been let alone a few 
years ago, when they had brought upon 
themselves a Zulu war in which they xvere 
getting very much the worst of it, they 
would quite probably have been extin­ 
guished. 
They themselves solicited Brit­ 
ish aid at that time, and subsequently, 
having had too much of it, they wished to 
repudiate their own agreements. 
Hence 
the present war. 


suggested no better method of solving the 
debris problem. 
They have not heen so 
inimical to hydraulic mining as hostile to 
the levying of a tax of one-twentieth of 
one per cent. 
W e have failed to detect in all their 
vociferations any recognition of the claims 
of the Sacramento valley to protection. 
All they wanted, apparently, was relief 
from the intolerable burden of a tax of 
five cents on the one hundred dollars. 
They cared nothing what the repeal of the 
Drainage A ct might entail upon the people 
of this valley. 
They were so indifferent 
to the whole question that not one of 
them took the trouble to inform himself 
with any approach to accuracy on the sub­ 
ject. 
It never occurred to them that in­ 
asmuch as San F rancisco has enjoyed the 
lion's share of all the profits of hydraulic 
mining, her citizens might be under some 
moral obligation to assist in arresting the 
flow of debris. The principle of community 
interest was completely ighored by the 
press of a city which has for a quarter of 
a century played the part of a toll-gatherer 
as against all the rest of the State, and 
which has been built up by the interests 
now imperiled as much as by any other in­ 
fluences. 
They could not eee far enough 
before their noses to recognize the necessity 
of mutual help to the maintenance of the 
prosperity of any community. 
The five- 
cent tax had so paralyzed them with fear 
th at they had eyes for nothing else. 
They could not even perceive that the 
carrying out of the great scheme of relief 
which has been commenced would, among 
other im portant results, absolutely create 
new property to the value of at least ten 
times the most extravagant estimate of its 
cost. 
In short, no statesmanlike or broad 
or intelligent considerations of any kind 
entered into their treatm ent of the subject, 
hut from day to day they continued to re­ 
peat falsehoods, slanders, misrepresenta­ 
tions, of which the lowest and most irre­ 
sponsible demagogue might well have been 
ashamed. 
More unworthy handling of a 
momentous issue has in fact never been 
witnessed, and it shows how utterly in­ 
competent these journals are to represent 
the interests of a great State. 
To say that 
they have not given the debris question 
fair play is to put the case altogether too 
mildly. 
They have treated a topic which 
involves the preservation and security of 
hundreds of millions of property, and the 
future of whole communities, on precisely 
the same intellectual plane as if it had been 
some partisan 
issue, concerning which 
political precedents required them to take 
extreme and reckless positions, without 
any regard to the actual facts. 
So far as their influence has extended it 
has been directed against the most vital 
interests of the Sacramento valley. 
They 
would, if they could, have deprived us of 
all relief and protection. 
They would, if 
they could, have trampled upon the sound­ 
est and most authoritative conclusions of 


TdE REFUNDING BILL. 


Some of our Itepublican contemporaries 
would do well to study the history of the 
new refuuding bill more closely before they 
venture to approve it as a measure w hich 
has been indorsed by the party, or by lead­ 
ing financiers. 
The daily reports of the 
proceedings of Congress ought to have en­ 
lightened these journals upon the subject, 
supposing them previously ignorant con­ 
cerning the principles of the bill. The truth 
is th at the Republicans in Congress have 
fought the bill determinedly from the time 
the rate of interest on the proposed new 
bonds was fixed at three per cent.; and 
they have done this because they were well 
aware th at the three per cent, provision 
was neither more nor less than a piece of 
Democratic dt-magogism, adopted for the 
sole purpose of making party capital. 
All 
the weight of evidence and all the au­ 
thority of knowledge and experience have 
from the first been against this experiment 
in reducing the rate of interest. 
It has 
heen believed that a three-and-a-half per 
cent, bend could probably be floated, but 
that one bearing a lower rate of interest 
would almost certainly fail. 
In order as 
they thought to make the thing au assured 
success, however, the Democrats inserted 
xvhat is called the Carlisle provision, or 
fifth section, which provides th at the N a­ 
tional Banks shall at once proceed to buy 
three per cent, bonds as security for their 
circulation. 
The Democrats imagined that 
by forcing the banks to buy the bonds in 
this way they would insure the success of 
the bill. 
W hat they proposed was to 
coerce the banks to exchange five and six 
per cent, bonds for three per cents as 
security for their circulation. 
This was 
to cut down the revenue of the banks 
from two to three per cent., and 
in 
many cases to make the difference between 
profit and loss on- their circulation. 
The 
banks very naturally and justly protested 
against this act of confiscation, but it was 
the action of the Democrats in Congress, 
and not the course of the few banks which 
retired their circulation, th at produced the 
panicky condition of last week in Wall 
street. 
The Republicans are fighting the 
refunding bill foot by foot, and apparently 
entertain some hope of beating it by delay. 
Should they fail in this, however, there 
¡3 reason to believe th at President Hayes 
may veto it, aud if he does the country 
will have good cause to thank him, and 
the Republicaus will then have the oppor­ 
tunity of bringing forward a rational bill

D isa str o u s U a llr o a d A c c id e n t* . 
M acon (M o.), March 2d.—The passenger 
train on the Hannibal and St. Joseph Rail­ 
road which left here at 3 o’clock yesterday 
morniug, was thrown from the track just this 
side of Bevier, six miles west of this city, hy 
a broken rail. 
The engine, lender, baggage- 
car and two coaches were thrown completely 
from the track down an embankment ten feet 
in hight, and were badly demolished, except 
the smoking car, in which were forty-nine 
emigrant passengers, forty of whom were 
women and children. This coach kept an up­ 
right position, but plowed its way into the 
gTound some distance from the track. The 
other passenger car and one sleeper were 
thrown from the track, the first being turned 
over, while only the forward trucks of the 
rear sleeper went off. 
In the last car the 
passengers were not awakened by the acci­ 
dent, and only learned thereof when some of 
the wounded were taken in. There were 
nearly 100 passengers on the train, and that 
no lives were lost and so few injured is re­ 
markable. 


A SECOND AND MORE SERIOUS ACCIDENT. 
As scon as possible after the wreck a 
wrecking train left Brookfield, th r.y-four 
miles west of Maeom, for the tcei.e of the 
accident, but as a train it did not reach its 
destination. 
About thirteen miles east of 
Brookfield the engine and the two flat cars 
crossed Brush creek bridge safely, but the 
wrecking car proper, the caboose and pas­ 
senger coach, on which were physicians and 
other citizens of Bro ikfield coming to the 
passenger wreck, broke through and went 
down thirty feet in a mass of broken timbers 
and maimed humanity. 
Of those on the cars 
which went down. Dr. Woods, of Brookfield, 
Frank Lock and George Zurick, of Hannibal, 
Mo., and four others, were killed, and of the 
fifty persons on the train none escaped 
without injury.

train 
has passed 
east or west since the accident occurred.

CROSS LEV£ES AND DRAINAGE. 


A 
SIMPLE 
MAGIC 
LANTERN. 


All th at is required, says the Scientific 
American, to make a simple magic lantern, 
is an ordinary wooden packing box, a kero­ 
sene hand lamp, with an Argana burner, a 
small fish globe and a burning-glass or com­ 
mon double or plano-convex lens. 
Iu ouc 
end of the box cut a round hole, large 
enough to adm it a portion of the globe, 
suspended within the box, with the lamp 
close to it. 
The globe is filled with water 
from which the air has been expelled by 
boiling. 
Now moisten the surface of a 
piece of common window glass with a 
strong solution of sulphate of soda, or even 
common table salt dissolved in water, and 
place it vertically in a little stand or slip in 
front of the box, so that the light from the 
lamp w’ill be focused on it from the globe, 
which in this case answers as the condenser. 
The image of the glass will then be pro­ 
jected on a wall or screen of whi^e cloth 
some distance in front, providing the lens 
is so placed in the path of the rays of 
light, a little in advance of the Etand, so as 
to focus on the wall or screen. 
In a few 
minutes the salt solution on the surface of 
the glace will begin to crystallize, and as 
each group of crystals takes beautiful 
forms, its image will lie projected on the 
wall or screeD, and as it is watched it will 
grow, as if by magic, into a beautiful forest 
of fern-like trees, and will continue to 
grow a9 long as there is any solution on the 
glass to crystallize. 
Then, by adding a 
few drops of any of the aniline colors to 
the water in the globe, the image on the 
screen will be illumined by shades of col­ 
ored light. 
The order in which the va­ 
rious articles are to be arranged is, lamp, 
flsh-globe (both in box), stand holding win­ 
dow glass covered with eolation, lens (on 
another stand), wall or screen.

The Views of a C ountry Correspondent on 
th e Subject. 


E d s . R e c o r d U n io n : It seems that cross 
levees are hurting Sacramento City as nmch 
S3 they are hurting some of us in the country. 
I see from an item in your paper of February 
23d that E. II. Txyon acdotheis advised cut­ 
ting the Freeport levee to get a better drain­ 
age fur the city. 
The same advice would ap­ 
ply to all cros3 levees built between the city 
and the natural outlet at Snodgrass slough. 
It is the cross levees that are doing all the 
harm to-day. 
If the water was allowed to 
follow the natural course it had twenty years 
ago, it would all empty uninterrupted out at 
Snodgrass slough into the Mukelumne and 
drain all cur land, the city included. 
It is 
the only way Sacramento City has to 
drain, 
but 
at 
present 
neither 
she 
nor we in the country can avail ourselves of 
the natural drainage. 
Why not remove all 
cross levees between your city and the lower 
end of Snodgrass i-lough, and help nature a 
little in digging through a few high places? 
In doing this we have a natural drain fur the 
city as well as this part of the county. 
I 
think farmer» residing above Courtlaud, be­ 
tween it aud the city, have found out, as well 
as us living below, that to reclaim our land 
and keep the fl .ods from destroying what it 
ha» taken us the best part of our live» to 
make, we ruu*t do it in a different manner 
from that we have adopted. 
We want some 
system about it. 
Between Sacramento and 
the natural outlet, viz , Snodgrass slough, 
there are now three grand 
obstructions, 
namely, the Freeport levee, the Anderson 
levee and the Dearson levee. 
Now, 1 would 
ask, what is the use of these cross levees but 
to hold the water back from goiDg out 
to tide water. 
If they had never been built 
we would not have the water on our fruit 
trees all summer. 
We would be dry at least 
on our front land, and the city would have a 
naturjl drain for all time. My plan would 
be to build good, strong levees from Sacra­ 
mento city to Tyler slough, thence to Snod­ 
grass elough (put good flood or tide-gates in 


i t ) , up said slough and west bank of Mokel- 
urnne, and follow tlie high land to place of 
beginning, which would include all of Dis­ 
trict No. 2, and 1 think it could be done 
cheaper, and within said boundary, more on 
general principles than any reclamation this 
part of the county has ever had. Our pres­ 
ent mode of reclamation has only brought 
disaster upon us. 
People who have lived in 
this county for the last twenty-live years 
have found out by this time that if they want 
to save their homes they must work together 
and stand hy one another, and in so doing 
work in harmony and try to reclaim the best 
part of Sacramento county from the devasta­ 
tion of floods.

NOTES FROM FALL RIVER. 


A correspondent at Fall River Mills, 
Shasta county, furnishes the annexed items 
in a communication dated February 26th : 
Our winter thus far has been remarkably 
fine, as much so as any I ever experienced 
in Sacramento valley. 
Stock has done 
well and required very little hay, and 
farmers have an abundance of feed left 
over. 
There will be a large area of land 
sown with grain this season, provided 
seed can be obtained, which is very scarce 
now owing to the last summer’s drought. 
This country hasjsettled up wonderfully 
during the last two years, and there is 
plenty of room for more. 
W hat we w ant 
is men of intelligence and enterprise. Bur­ 
ney, Fall River, Big Valley and many 
others in succession, intervening between 
here and Oregon, nestled quietly among 
tlie grand old mountains, only await the 
sturdy husbandman to convert them into 
beautiful homes, and no country in Califor 
nia can surpass this for healthfulness of 
climate. 
I am informed, and from good authority, 
that several surveys have 
heen made 
through this section for a railroad on what 
is said to be a very practicable route. 
The 
shrill scream of the locomotive wending its 
way through these rich, fertile valleys, 
anil finely limbered mountains would be 
hailed with enthusiasm. 
Fall River Mills, beautifully located be­ 
tween Fall and P itt rivers, immediately 
above their confluence, ha3 grown nearly 
three-fourths its 
present size since the 
w riter came here three years ago. 
It is a 
wide-awake town considering the distance 
it is from the railroad (70 miles) and de­ 
barred, as it were, from the outside world. 
Furthermore, we can boast of as tine, or 
perhaps the liuest natural water-power in 
this State. 
We now have one tirst-class 
flour, saw and planing mill, and an excel­ 
lent location for woolen mills and factories. 
We have five stores, two hotels, two 
blacksmith shops, a livery and feed stable, 
barber shop, anil last, but not least, a line 
cornet band, organized about five months 
ago, M. P. Rose, leader. 
Tiie 22J of this 
month the band played in public to a large 
assembly and was loudly applauded, which 
reflects great credit upon their teacher ar.il 
the members of the band, as many of them 
when first organized knew nothing of the 
first rudiments of music.

A CONJURER'S REMARKABLE DISEASES. 


M. H artz, the conjurer, has just recov­ 
ered from a disease which for three years 
and eight months rendered him helpless 
and part of the time speechless and blind. 
After selling the shop in Broadway, near 
W aliaek’s, where he sold apparatus for 
conjuring, he set out in August, 1S77, cn 
a trip to South America. 
In the begin­ 
ning of May, 1S77, be was obliged to stop 
his performances, and was brought back to 
this city, arriving on June 26th. 
He 
lived four weeks iu the house of a relative, 
during which|time he became helpless. 
Then he was taken to a boarding-house in 
Fifth avenue, where he was kept a year, 
then to a heme in Brooklyn, where he 
lived nine months, and lastly to a house at 
Mount Kisco, where he remained till a week 
ago. 
According to his account of his dis­ 
ease he lost power of action almost entirely, 
his skin became flaky and so soft that the 
slightest touch caused him infinite pain. He 
became unable to speak, could not open his 
eyes, except for a wink, and the flesh 
wasted away from his arms anil the calves 
of h¡3 legs, though his body grew slightly 
stouter. 
He could not bear any light, and 
his sense of hearing was rendered wonder­ 
fully acute. 
W hile in Brooklyn his room 
was on the third floor in the rear, and the 
dining-room was in the front basement. He 
says tliat he was able to hear every word 
spoken in the diDing room. 
He says his 
memory also became so retentive that he 
could repeat all the conversation he had 
heard in three year3. 
A footstep seemed 
as loud as the detonation of a cannon, and 
he waited with dread the hours beforehand 
for the report of the sunset and sunrise 
guns on Governor’s Island. 
He was not 
able to swallow always, anil he says he fre­ 
quently expected to die from that cause. 
Sometimes as many as sixteen days passed 
w ithout his drinking. 
He also ate very 
little, fasting on an average ten days at 
a time. 
His sense of taste was entirely 
gone, and he is only beginning to recover it. 
A fter he had remained awake six months 
it occurred to him that it was strange he 
should live w ithout sleep, and he wrote 
with a pencil an order to his attendant 
directing the latter to wake him whenever 
he appeared to sleep. 
This occurred only 
a few times. 
His beard grew to a length 
of eighteen inches and his hair reached to 
his shoulders. 
His recovery was more sud­ 
den than the attack. 
One morning two 
weeks ago strength came to him to get up, 
and an hour later he was able to do feats 
of strength th at his attendant, a six-footer, 
was unable to perform. 
His skin is still 
tender and his flesh resembles putty or a 
bursted rubber ball, in that it retains for 
some time a depression after it has been 
pressed. 
During the attack he had no 
second sight experiences, but his wife re­ 
marked cynically th at he knew all about 
second-sight. 
The disease is supposed to 
have been a disarrangement of the nervous 
system. 


The following is told of the origin of the 
name of Crazy W oman’s Fork, a branch of 
Powder river, Colorado : When a party of 
white men camped in that locality, a white 
woman was found roaming about in a dis­ 
tracted condition.

W a s h in g t o n , 
March 2d. — The credentials of 
Maxuy (re-elected) were presented and filed.

Among th e additions to th e civil appropriation 
bill \\Ari £200,000 to enable the Superintendent of 
Public BuildiDgs to proceed w ith cutting the "ranite 
for new west and center wings of th e S tate, V» or and 
Navy Departments building. 
Mr. Beck said it had a!*»* been made apparent to 
the com m ittee th at a hall for the safekeeping of the 
records of the Executive D epartm ent (a bill for this 
object having already passed the Senate and being 
now in the House) ought to be erected, and $200,000 
had been appropriated for the site of sueh a build­ 
ing, the same to be erected, under the sujiervision of 
the Quartermaster-General, in separate com part­ 
ments, etc., so as to be made as absolutely fireproof 
as posible. 
In Committee of the Whole tlie bill was read. 
Bayard, by instruction of the Finance Committee, 
moved to amend by adding the following section : 
That the Secretary of the Treasury may at any tim e 
apply the surplus money in the Treasury not other- 
y\ i¿e appropriated, or so m uch thereof 119 he may 
consider prcq»er, to the purchase or redem ption of 
United States bonds, provided the bonds so pur­ 
chased or redeemed shall constitute no part of the 
sinking fund, bu t shall be canceled. 
The amendment was adoptad without debate, 
Payard casually rem arking in reply t > Logan and 
McDonald that w ithout this provision the Secretary 
could not extend his purchase beyond the require­ 
ments of the sinking fund, and th at it would apply 
to any bonds the paym ent ot which was optional 
with the Government. 
Consideration of tho bill was here suspended, aud 
the deficiency appropriation bill was received from 
the House and referred.

Hiac ick, a member of the Committee on Appro­ 
priation?, criticised the bill, which he saul was 
chiefly remarkable in th at in which it was deficient. 
The estim ates for the Internal Revenue bureau were 
$300,000 in ex.eas ’f the am ount appropriated in the 
bill, and the appropriation for the Public Friuting 
was -tT00,000 less than should have beeu allowed. 
The Attorney-General had subm itted estim ates of 
$1,000 to the Special Deputy Marshals, which had 
not heen allowed by the committee. 
He had hoped 
the Democratic party would have settled ltd debts 
before it went out of power. 
At 10 o’clock McMahon’s motion was agreed to. 
The rules were suspeifdcd and the deficiency bill, 
the last of the appropriation bills, was passed* 
Consideration oi the funding bill was immediately 
resumed. The question was on ordering the pievl- 
ous question on the motion to concur in Senate 
amendment No. 10. 
A large m ajority of the Republicans refrained 
from voting, but enough cast their votes to make a 
quorum , and when the question was ordered it 
stood—ayes, 134; noes 25. 
After further delay the sixteenth Senate am end­ 
ment was concurred in—ayes 146, noes 10. 
The next question was the twenty-fifth Senate 
amendment, which is to insert the word “ tem po­ 
rarily ” in tlie four section, which authorizes the 
Secretary of the Treasury to use $50,000,000 in coin, 
in redemption of five and six per cent, bonds. 
The 
Committee on Ways and Means recommends con­ 
currence, w ith an amendment to substitute for the 
word n tem porarily” the words “ from tim e to 
tim e.’’ And to insert the words “ at any one tim e,” 
so as to make the section read : 
“ The Secretary of 
the Secretary is authorized to use from tim e to time, 
not exceeding $50,000,000 at any one tim e, of the 
standard gold and silver coin in the Treasury, in the 
redem ption,” etc. 
The Wavs and Means am endm ent was rejected— 
ayes 68, noes 120. 
The Senate amendment (twenty-fifth) was then 
concurred in. 
Conger’s amendment to the fifth section was de­ 
feated—ayes 117, fhjts 132. 
All the Senate amendments to the funding bill 
were then agreed to without change, and the bill 
passed. 
Carlisle moved to suspend the rules and pass the 
bill amending the funding bill ju st passed, so as to 
m ake it conform to the amendments recommended 
by the Committee 011 Ways and Means. 
Among the amendments is one providing that 
nothing :u the Act shall be construed as to repeal, 
modify or affect .Sections 20, 21, 22, 23 and 24 of the 
Revised Statutes—known as the McKinley amend­ 
ment. 
The bill also contains all the am endm ents pro­ 
posed by the Committee on Ways anu Meaos. 
The demand f »r a suspensión of the rules was sec­ 
onded—ayes 114, noes 11. 
The rules were then suspended and the bill passed, 
no division being taken. 
Tlie Speaker laid before the House th e enrolled 
funding bill. 
It was signed by him, and it now goes 
to the i resident for his action. 
Adjourned.

LOCAL INTELLIGENCE. 


B rid ge R epairs.—The repairs to the rail­ 
road bridge between Sacramento and Wash­ 
ington are now under way, a large number of 
men being employed upon it. Ihe center 
pier, upon which the draw rests, is found to 
have been moved out of position and down 
stream by the cutting out around the piles 
and-from the lodgment of floating materials 
against it, seven and one half inches. The 
west end of the draw remained in position, 
and this threw the east end fifteen inches 
out of line. A platform has heen constructed 
around the pier for the men to work upon, 
and to-morrow morning the bridge will be 
closed to travel, and the draw opened so that 
vessels may pass through during the time the 
work of restoring the draw' to its position is 
being done. The draw section weighs about 
100 tons. This is to be raised with jack- 
screws from the pier underneath, and then 
the circular track upon which the draw turns, 
and the center pivot, will be moved upon the 
pier up stream seven and a half inches, which 
will bring the whole again into line. Sev­ 
eral days wiil be required to complete the 
work. The construction of dolphins above 
the center pier for its protection will not be 
attempted until the season of low water.

CITY ELECTION. 


A M eeting w hich Resolves to Run a Citi­ 
zens’ Ticket. 
A meeting of Republican voters opposed to 
the test adopted by the Republican City Cen­ 
tral Committee for the primaries was held at 
Turner Hall last evening. It was a large 
and thoroughly representative meeting, com­ 
posed about equally of mechanics, professional 
men, employes and employers, laboring men, 
artisans and men of business. At the open­ 
ing of the meeting some 235 voters had taken 
seats in the hall, and still others were arriv­ 
ing. The meeting was called to order by 
Israel Luce, who stated that the object of the 
meeting was to repudiate the imposition at­ 
tempted by the call for a primary. He 
nominated for President Felix Tracy. [ Ap­ 
plause.] Air. Tracy was elected and took the 
chair amidst applause. He said he took it 
for granted all present were Republicans and 
for fair play. [Applause.] He knew nothing of 
the meeting until he saw the call. All he asked 
was cool and deliberate action in the interests 
of the city and the party. [ Applause. 1 Win. 
Henley and E. K. Alsip were elected Secre­ 
taries. Sparrow Smith introduced the fol­ 
lowing resolutions; 
Itesolred, That the Chairman of the meeting ap­ 
point a committee of five to arrange with the Re­ 
publican City Central Committee to postpone the 
primaries until Friday, and for the adoption of a 
test which will allow none hut tlmse Republicans 
who voted for Garfield and Arthur to vote at said 
primaries.

Reml ced, That if said committee fail to make toe 
arrangements mentioned in the firstresolut on, then 
sai.l committee are hereby authorized to sclec. a 
committee of 125 citizens, irrespective of party, to 
meet on Saturday at 2 r. m. and nominate candidates 
for city officers. 
James 1. l’elter sent [up to the Chair the 
fullowing : 
Sacramento, March 2 ,1SS1. 
To the Chairman of the Turner Hall Republican 
Meeting : As a member of the City Republican Com­ 
mittee T.f Sacramento, I desire that you should, as 


s o o n a s the meeting is organized for business, pre­ 
sent the following to the meeting for their consider­ 
ation : 
W h e r e a s, It appears that some Republican citi­ 
zens are opposed to the test adopted by the Uepub. 
lieui City Committee, allowing all to vote at the 
primary for delegates to the Convention who wonl 1 
support the nominees of said Convention for city 
■ file.. - at the approaching election, as it seems 
tn he to them a call that would invite others 
than Republicans to participate in the primaries, 
and wit 11 a view- to harmonize all Republicans who 
have at heart the success of the Republican party of 
Sacramento, it is hereby 
lit*'deed. That this meeting appoint a committee 
of three, consisting of the Chairman of this meeting 
and two others, to wait upon the Chairman and 
other members of the Republican Committee, and 
request that a test be ado],ted ant! published in the 
ip oud-Umon and Bee of Thursday, March 3d, 
by said committee, barring out or prohibiting from 
voting at the Republic™ primary any but those who 
voted for Garfield and Arthur, or would have 90 
voted had they been at home at such election. 
JAMES I. FELTER, 
Member 0/ Republican City Committee. 
Mr. Felter said in offering the resolutions 
he believed he expressed the desire of the 
majority of the Central Committee. 
C. H. Cummings desired to know why he 
believed that to be the sentiment of the com­ 
mittee when it had voted down the desired 
test.Mr. Felter said the committee had changed 
its views he believed, in view of the fact' of 
so manv Republicans opposing the present 
test. He was absent from the meeting of 
the committee that adopted the test. 
E. K. Alsip said to adopt Mr. Felter’s 
resolutions was to cut off all action of the 
meeting, as, if the committee declined to 
change, no time would he left for action. 
At this point by count 280 voters were in 
the hall and others were constant'y arriving. 
J. U. Watson addressed the meeting amidst 
applause. He hail felt the test to be an out­ 
rage. [Applause.] It was something, he be­ 
lieved, never before attempted here. Now, 
when Republicans rise up and oppose the test, 
one of the committee comes and offers to 
change. Had the committee desired to do 
right it would not have voted down the 
Jolmson-Goodhue test. 
[Applause.] 
To­ 
night the caucuses are meeting and putting up 
delegates all in the interest of one man. That 
is altogether too tliiii. [Applause.] He had 
respect for Air. Green, and liked him as a 
man, and believed hitn a good citizen, but if 
he wanted the support of the party why not 
come forward and take his chances openly 
and not accept the means now adopted. 
True, as a correspondent had said, he him­ 
self might like Democratic votes, bnt he’d 
want a nomination by Republicans. [Ap­ 
plause.] He was charged with being an En- 
gli-hman ; true. He had not been consulted 
as to his nativity. [Laughter.] He came to 
the United States a boy. To him England 
is a foreign country. He was an American 
in feeling, thought and action. [Applause.] 
In an article he wrote he had spoken of Irish 
Democrats. Now he wanted all to under­ 
stand that he respects an Irish-Araerican cit­ 
izen just as he does an American-born. [Ap­ 
plause.] He used the term referred to in no 
opprobrious sense. But Irishmen do go to­ 
gether, and when he saw them polling 
together, as Democrats, for a candidate, he 
hai a right to oppose their action in med­ 
dling with the party of his choice. [Ap­ 
plause.] Hesp ke briefly of the debt situation. 
KeLrring again to the nominations, he said ; 
M-. Green, by good generalship, or what you 
please to call it, stole a march over all others, 
and things were fixed so no other man can 
have a showing in that convention. Now, at 
the last moment, one of the committee comes 
and offers to correct the test. He felt that it 
was too late. He felt that he expressed, in 
saying so, the opinion of the Republicans of 
the city. [Applause.] 
Israel Luce said it the committee was in 
earnest, why did it not change the test and 
not ask for a conference. H e had a right to 
defend his right a3 a Republican, and he 
should do so at all times. [Applause ] He 
offered these resolutions, as prepared at a 
sudden rally of Republicans Tuesday evening : 
W hereas, The Re] ublican City Central Commit­ 
tee lias issued a call for a primary election, the test 
of which admits all parties to jurticipate who will 
promise to support the nominees of the Convention 
held under said call; and whereas, said test does 
away with party orgapiz ition and prevents a full 
expression of choice within the ]>artv ; therefore, 
be it 
Resulted, That we will not participate in said pri­ 
mary election, bnt will hold ourselves free to use all 
the means iu our power to defeat all candidates w ho 
would by such means seek tn elevate themselves to 
office, and who are unwilling to submit thuir claims 
to a iair expression of choice within the party. 
In add tion he said the substance of the 
resolutions had heen circulated among Re­ 
publicans, bu-iness men and others, and a 
host had signed the roll favoring the resolu­ 
tions, aud he believed the mass of Republi­ 
cans favored them. [Applause ] 
Air. Avery called for a reading of the 
Sparrow Smith iesolutiors, as large numbers 
had come in aud had not heard them yet. 
C. T. Jmies said ke came as the supporter 
of no candidate, but as a Republican. 
J. 11. Wat-on said the meeting was called 
for those Republicans opposed to the test, 
and only those opposed ought to take part. 
Air. Jones said it was a meeting to di-cuss 
the test, and he wouldn’t be put down. [Ap­ 
plause.] 
The Ghair said the call was for those Re­ 
publicans opposed to the call. [Eoud ap­ 
plause.]

Mr. Jones said the test was the same used 
when Air. Watson wa- a candidate for the 
Convention, the same heretofore adopted by 
the city and countv and State Central Com­ 
mittee, and Air. Watson was on the commit­ 
tee adopting such a test. 
The Chair—It is sufficient to take it for 
granted that what you say is so. 
Air. Watson—If ever I voted for such a 
test I wa° drunk, and I never get drunk. 
Albert Leonard—It is evident Mr. Jones 
is not here in pursuance of the call, is not in 
harmony with the call, and therefore out of 
order. 
The Chair said it disliked to seat any oue, 
but Air. Jones was not in when the resolu­ 
tions were read, and did not hear them, and 
was clearly out of order. [Applause and 
cheers.] 
Mr. Smith said, as the sentiment of the 
meeting was so evidently against the advisa­ 
bility of his resolutions, he would withdraw 
them. 
Air. Felter's resolutions were then read. 
C. T. Jones seconded them. 
Air. Holmes called for the reading of Mr. 
Luce’s resolutions, aud they were read. 
Air. Felter said he offered his resolutions 
only to harmonize Republicans. It is mani­ 
fest that the sentiment is that the call is too 
loud, too broad, and he believed his resolu­ 
tions would harmonize matters. 
The Chair—Will you postpone the pri­ 
maries ? 
Mr. Watson—What will you do with the 
caucus tickets being put up to-night 7 
Mr. Felter—I am here, not there. I sup­ 
pose those meetings will put up a good lot of 
delegates. [Laughter.] 
Andrew Aiken moved that the resolutions 
of Mr. Felter be laid on the table. Carried 
unanimously.- 
At this time there were in the hall 320 
voters. 
The resolutions of Mr. Luce were then 
unanimously adopted. 
Sparrow Smith then offered the second of 
his former resolutions. 
Air. Alsip suggested that the committee 
consist of six—three Republicans and three 
Democrats. 
Mr. Sm ith accepted the suggestion, and 
amended it to read seven members—one from 
each ward and one at large, and otherwise 
amended it. It reads as follows as recon­ 
structed : 
• 
Resolved, That the Chairman appoint a commit­ 
tee of seven—one from each ward and three from 
the city at large—who shall select a committ.-e of 
99, irrespective of partv, to meet on Saturday, 
March 5, 1S81, at 2 o'clock, to nominate candidates 
for city offices. 
M r. Holmes said he had heard that cer­ 
tain men had resolved to elect a certain can­ 
didate, and had put up a test that is objea- 


tionable to Republicans. I; had been stated 
that Democrats and Republicans should 
unite to select, and elect a good man. 
Originally he had bitterly opposed Jabez 
Turner, but he had watched his course and 
believed he was the right man. [Applause ] 
Air. Alsip said candidates should not be 
now_discussed, but only before the Committee 
of Ninety-nine. 
Mr. Holmes said he was not advocating 
Air. Turner’s cause. In Sacramento’s posi­ 
tion party men should choose men of the 
best quality. He opposed all cliques of five 
or six fixing up Conventions and elections. It 
is now a rapping of knuckles, the issue is 
Sacramento, and it alone. [Applause.] The 
time has come when all citizens should unite 
to select good officers for Sacramento. He 
wanted the committee to consist of eleven 
citizens. 
Air. Watson apologized for being so often 
up, but he felt that 110 resolution could better 
suit the men that the meeting does not wish 
selected than this one. The seven men can­ 
not get together aud get up the 99 names be­ 
fore the enemy will walk over the course. To 
test the sense of the meeting he moved it as 
the sense of the meeting that Jabez Turner 
should be re elected. [Applause.] 
Air. Smith said Mr. Watson if a friend of 
Air. Turner had made a mistake. The meet­ 
ing is not called to name any man. There is 
plenty of time to select 99 men to name a 
Mayor acceptable to all good citizens. |Loud 
applause.] 
* Mr. Luce said he believed there wa- plenty 
of time to 3elect the nominating convention 
if the names are announced in Friday morn­ 
ing’s paper. He believed there was time to 
unite the whole opposition. 
The resolution of Mr. Smith was adopted, 
Air. Watson and one other voting nay. 
The * 'hair—The ayes appear to have it. 
Air. Watson—1 think they do. [Laughter.] 
C. H. Cummings moved that the Chair­ 
man of the meeting be Chairman of the 
Committee of Seven. 
Air. Tracy said it was impossible for him 
to devote the time necessary. If it was pos­ 
sible he would do it. 
A voice—I’d like the sense of this house as 
to whether Chris. Green is the choice of this 
meeting. [Aluch laughter. | 
Air. Cummings withdrew his motion. 
A noisy individual here attempted .to 
speak, acd much merriment resulted. He de­ 
sired a vote on Mr. Green’s popularity to be 
takeD, hut the meeting laughed him down, 
and, under the persuasion of friends, he sub- 
sider. 
The Chair, during this interlude, made up 
its committee acd announced it, naming on 
it Messrs. Watson and Flint, among others. 
Mr. Flint said he had to go out of town 
Thursday. 
Mr. Watson declined. 
The Chair said he should stand by his ap­ 
pointments. 
Mr. Watson said he had to go to San Fran­ 
cisco, but, if it was demanded, he would 
serve. [Applause.] 
The Chair said he had fouud that he had 
named too many. He reformed the nomi­ 
nations so as to omit Mr. Watson and Mr. 
Flint, and harned F. R. Dray instead. 
Mr. Dray said he had just come from the 
Third W ard caucus and had been nominated 
to run as a delegate. He had made no ob­ 
jection to it. He was not ashamed of the 
Republican party. True, he left it once and 
went into the Independent ranks, and he was 
not ashamed of that. He felt his first inter­ 
ests to be with Sacramento. [Applause.] 
Had the party stood together from the first, 
it could have put up an administration that 
would have done the right thing for levees 
and taxes. He did not know what was 
wished of him on this committee. 
He 
wanted to be fairly understood. 
The Chair said, after Air. Dray's state­ 
ment, it would not be fair to ask him to serve 
on the committee. He named tlie committee 
as follows: J. R. W atson,-Tames Lansing. 
George W. Ficks, John McNeill, Daniel 
Brown, William Alinis, A. C. Freeman. 
The meeting then adjourned. 
The meeting throughout wa3 earnest, en­ 
thusiastic and profoundly determined. There 
was gome effort of those not in sympathy 
with it to create a diversion but it failed. 
During the evening a paper was circulated 
pledging Republicans not to attend the 
primaries, and setting forth the objections to 
the test, as a means of securing a fair ex­ 
pression of the party voice. The paper was 
readily signed. It bad been circulated also 
during the day, and it has attached to it the 
names of all prominent Republicans in the 
city.

Boccaccio was renowned 
for his wit, learning and extraordinary genius, 
and for his amatory verses.

After mature deliberation and at the earnest solic­ 
itation of many citizens cf ail political parties, I 
have determined t * solicit your suffrages for re-elec­ 
tion to the office < f First Tru-tee as an independent 
candidate.

I believe that in natural justice all c; st of 
remedial or preventive im asures in this connection 
should be borne solely by the miners. 
I uni in favor of a -piedy red net* on in the water 
rates charged t<» the water-takere of tho city, and 
pledge myteif to such reduction in good faith at the 
earliest practicable moment. 
I am infavor of thciinmetliatean l vigorous prosecu­ 
tion of plans to s ' strengthen and improve the levee 
defenses of this city as t«> place their perfect security 
from break or < verfl jw beyond all question < f 
doubt. I regard the questions of levees and drain­ 
age of paramount importance. I lyive long realized 
the too apparent fact that the growth and pros­ 
perity of our city is held in check by that feeling of 
insecurity from disaster by flood which will remain 
a bar to our progress until our levee defenses are of 
such a character as to afford all reaso» able assur­ 
ance of perfect immunity from danger. I believe it 
tobe the highest wisdom and economy to make our 
homes and property as secure from disaster as if the 
site of our city was far above the highest possible 
water. 
I am an uncompromising friend of popular educa­ 
tion and of the free schools of America, and in any 
official station will seek to advance their interests to 
the utmost of my ability. 
I am in favor of a more effective system of sewer­ 
age and drainage. I was opposed to the construc­ 
tion of cross levees and favored the construction of 
a levee system by the line of the river, at the cost of 
the property reclaimed by'such levee, but with the 
supervisory riifht of construction aud repair in the 
hands of the city authorities. 
I am in favor of such a system of sewerage as the 
sanitary welfare of the city demands. I believe it 
tobs feasible and economical to carry. “ Burns’ 
slough’’along the line of Thirty-firet street, thus 
discharging its drainage below the city limits.

I liave not sought and am not now seeking public 
station because of any desire for political preferment 
or mere political ambition. The office I hold ww 
conferred up»*n me by the suffrages of my fellow 
mechanics and fellow lab ring men. It found me 
at the bench of a mechanic, engaged in hontst la­ 
bor. During my term of office I have devoted ail 
the lime I c«»u!d*spa»*e from official duty to industri­ 
ous application to my trade. I can return wholly to 
my trade cheerfully, ¿road <>( the independence 
which industry, health and skill confers. 
In earnestly striving to administer the affairs of 
the city creditably I was not uncoiscious of the 
obligation resting upon me to so acquit myself as to 
vindicate the ability and capacity of workingmen to 
fill any public station equally with the professional 
classes, to whom such st tioas are usually accorded 
as if by prescriptive right. 
In presenting my name to the public and claiming 
the suffrages of my fellow-citizens, I only ask that 
which I shall freely accord to ay opponents, who­ 
ever they may be, to w it: a fair, manly and candid 
consideration of my claims. And believing that I 
may rely upon that fairhess and candor at the hands 
of my fellow-citizens, I remain, most respectfully,

Johns-m, Senator now, acted as accoucheur in its 
birth, and a gentleman from Sau Joaquin (Mr. Sar­ 
gent), if he will pardon me for íeferring to him, 
and I were nurses, or m dwives, if you will, on that 
occasion. 
We both of us supported the proposition. 
1 have remained faithful to it from then till now, 
and I am not going to desert it to-night. 
Mr. Sargent—Tlmt was a different bill. 
Mr. May—The gentleman says that was another 
proposition, and he is right, and here is the record 
of it. 
Here is the proposition th at the gentleman 
from San Joaquin supported—Senate Bill No 4 6 2 - 
let me read you the title : “ An Act to provide a 
system of irrigation, to promote rapid drainage and 
improve the navigation of the Sacramento and the 
San Joaquin rivers.”

I went back to m y home, 
and my people knew full well the stand I to jk , for I 
was not an idle sp ccato r of the fight, and they sent 
me back here with an increased m ajority ; and 1 
stood here on the floor lis t winter and with what 
ability 1 had 1 fought for the debris bill, and my 
people knew it.

some sense 1 have been a l«\t.r of art in past times, 
and 1 remember full well an engraving that all of 
you have seer., represen’ing a m other dog sitting 
chained on a kennel th at is floating down a torrent, 
and she has two or three of her little ones on her 
arm s and two or three others struggling in the 
waters, and she is lifting up her voice to heaven to 
know if there is no God in Israel. 
I tell you, and it 
may seem small in me to confess it, that I never 
look on the picture but my heart sinks within me. 
I cannot look upon the face of the dog in its mortal 
agony, an agony that is more than hum an—it is 
divine—and w hen you tell me that more than 200,­ 
000 people in California are crying out for help and 
ask a pittance from me of five cents on every $100, 
I would despise myself, Mr. Speaker, if I said to 
them “ No.” 
I believe from my knowledge of the 
people of California if 1 went to-day to San Diego 
and made a personal appeal to any one or two hun­ 
dred men th at 1 got together there upon a street- 
com er and represented the condition of the Sacra­ 
m ento valley from that |»oint where the second 
drop of water is uuited with the first at its northern­ 
m ost point, and showed them the danger of anni­
